GLAUCOMA is mainly an eye 
disease of later life in which 
sight lost cannot be regained, 
though in the early stages fur- 
ther loss of sight can be preven- 
ted by prompt and sustained 
medical treatment. The key to 
preventation of blindness in 
glaucoma lies in early consulta- 
tion. Some authorities recom- 
mend eye examination every two 
years from the age of 40, so that 
the earliest cases of glaucoma 
may be brought under control. 

CATARACT can now be trea- 
ted promptly so that, again, it is 
advisable to seek treatment as 
soon as blurring. of vision is 
noticed. Long periods of half 
sight need no longer be endured,
